will of Cornelius Van Shaick Roosevelt, 
who died in New York in 1887, President 
Theodore Roosevelt, who a nephew of 
the testator of the will, will inherit a fort- 
une of between $100,000 and $150,000. 

Cornelius Van Shaick 
lived in New Jersey for a 
before he died, left upon his death an es- 
tate valued at between $1,000,000 and 
$2,000,000, The estate consisted of between 
$400,000 and $500,000 in property 
in this city and a great deal of real estate 
in this State und New Jersey. Mr. Roose- 
velt left will dated March 6, 1884. The 
suit brought against the estate has been 
pending for a long time. 

The testator bequeathed to his wife, the 
aunt of President Roosevelt, and who died 
last year, all of his property in trust. 
trustees and executors under the will were, 
upon the death of the widow, obliged to pay

Roosevelt died before the testator, 
since his death Alfred Roosevelt, 
Roosevelt, the President's brother, 
Roosevelt, and J. West.

Before the testator died he left ten 
nephews and nieces to divide. between them 
the estate. The interest in the will of the 
tour nephews and nieces who died after 
their uncle will pass to these heirs. 

In the suit, which has been in the courts 
for nearly two years, it was objected to by 
the counsel for Dorothy Roosevelt, a 
daughter of. Hilborne L. Roosevelt, de- 
ceased, that a Justice of the Supreme Court 
of this county had no jurisdiction to con- 
strue the will, for the-remsdn that the tes- 
tator died tn Now Sorueys and also for the 
reason that the will did not disclose a 
trust which the executors and trustees of 
the estate were to execute after the death 
of the widow. 

Justice Lawrence holds that that conten- 
tion was not sound for the reason that 
most of the real and personal estate of the 
testator was situated in this State, and 
for the further reason that the will was 
probated .here and that nearly all the par- 
ties interested in the administration of the 
estate resided here. 

in the suit brought for 
of the will. the question 
whether or not the nephew Cornelius, who 
was cut off in the will, should not benefit 
in view of the fact that a number of 
nephews ahd nieces died after the testator 
and before the widow. Justice Lawrence 
hojds, however: 

‘I’ think it was plainly of 
the testator not to die intestate as to any 
part of his property, and it was necessary 
for him to distinguish those to whom he 
wished to give his estate from those he 
desired to exclude, and therefore they were 
named individually. He declared in the 
plainest terms that Cornelius Roosevelt, 
who was one of his nephews and a brother 
or some of those who were named in that 
clause of the will, should in no event share 
in his estate,”’ 

In this sult if was also contended that the 
annuities, aggregating $15,000, should not 
hold, as they were contingent upon the 
death of the widow, and that they unduly 
Suspended the power of alienation. 

Justice Lawrence holds that 
cousins of President Roosevelt 
benefit under the clause providing for the 
annuities cannot be cut off from. their 
rights under any technical construction of 
the law’ The court then orders that the 
case be settled after three days’ notice. 

Cornelius Van Shaick Roosevelt was the

~~ POLICY RING CHIEFS IN 
SHADOW OF SING SING 


—$—$—$————— 


Moss and Goddard Have Evi- 
dence They Say Will Convict. 


Letters Found Involve Politicians and 


Policemen—Capt. Cooney Sus- 
pended, Capt. Flood’s Sus- 
pension Probable. 


The first fruits of the sensational series , 
of raids made Wednesday afternoon on the 
alleged headquarters of the policy ring at 
866 West Thirty-first Street and the two /{ 
* sub-stations’"’ or auxillary offices of Al- 
bert J. Adams, the notorious “ Policy 
King,”’ at West Thirty-second Street 
and 40 West Thirty-fourth Street, by de- 
tectives of the Anti-Policy Society and the 
Society for the Prevention of Crime, inj; 
which seventeen prisoners were captured, 
including Adams himself, were borne yes- 
terday afternoon in the suspension of Capt. 
John Cooney of the Thirty-seventh Street 
Precinct, in which the policy headquarters 
were situated. It was stated on good au- 
thority that the suspension of Capt. Flood 
of the Tenderloin Precinct, in which others 
of the raided houses are situated, will cer- 
tainly follow, and that these two officers 
are likely to share the fate of Capt. Dia- 
mond, who has been dismissed from the 
police force for criminal negligence in fail- 
ing to suppress disorderly resorts in his 
precinct. 

In the great mass of letters and docu- 
ments found in the raided houses were let- 
ters written on stationery of the Police De- 
partment by police officers other than | 
Capts. Cooney and Flood, and tending to 
show that the millions of dollars wrung 
from the deluded poor of this city by the 
policy men were obtained with the knowl- 
edge and direct permission of the police. 
In the various safes in the headquarters of 
the policy dealers, forced open yesterday, 
Were also found letters and documents 
showing that Adams and the other leaders 
in the great swindle have friends prominent 
in both Republican and Democratic circles. 
Whether these politicians have or have not 
been directly identified with policy in this 
city will be determined later. AS. 

Capt. F. Norton Goddard, President of 
the Anti-Policy Society, and Frank Moss, 
of the Society for the Prevention of Crime, 
said yesterday that at last, after years of 
effort, they had been able to strike a blow 
at the very fountain head of the policy 
swindle in New York, and were in posses- 
sion of evidence sufficient to land the 
leaders of it in prison. They stated further 
that incidentally evidence had been dis- 
covered that would drag down with the 
policy dealers many policemen and men of 
supposed high standing in the political 
affairs of the city. 

Capt. Cooney was suspended early yes- 
terday afternoon by Commissioner Murphy, 
who announced that Cooney would be 
placed on trial next Tuesday morning on 
charges now being formulated. Col. Mur- 
phy was asked later if Capt. Cooney was 
suspended for neglect of duty. 

‘*T suppose so,” he replied with evident 
reluctance. He added that Cooney had not 
explained his case and, furthermore, had 
not been asked for an explanation. Com- 
missioner soppy said that he himself had 
investigated the case and that the sus- 
pension spoke for ‘itself. He refused to 
gay whether he would suspend Capt. Flood. 


WHAT THE SAFES CONTAINED. 


Both of the safes in the house at 366 
West Thirty-first Street, which was the 
objective of Wedntsday’s big raid, were 
opened in the presence of Superintendent 


McClintock and other officials of the Park- 
hurst and Goddard Societies. 

In the first safe were nineteen rolls of 
manifold sheets, showing all the policy 
numbers from Nov. 15 to Dec. 10. In the 
larger of the two safes were $300 in silver, 
nickel, and copper coins, mostly in pennies 
and five-cent pleces, telling mutely the 
story of contributions of the poor and the 
ignorant. 

But the most important of all the evi- 
dence was in this second safe in the shape 
of the Wednesday’s. manifold sheets, which 
were found to be exact duplicates of the 
slips obtained for the same day from 
smalier policy shops raided during the day, 
showing conclusively that the raiders had 
at last found the fountain head of policy 
in New York. The officials of the two 
societies making the raids say that they 
require nothing more in the way of evi- 
dence to convict Adams and his associates 
a deal a death’ blow to policy in this 
city. 

Other and equally interesting documents 
were found during vyesterday’s supple- 
mentary search of the raided premises. In 
the roll top desk used by Manager Jantzen, 
one of the prisoners, was a slip of paper 
on which were these telephone numbers: 
8,100 Spring, 34 Westchester, and 3,470 
Cortlandt. According to the telephone book 
the numbers are the calls for these places: 

3,100 Spring—Police Headquarters, 300 
Mulberry Street. 

34 Westchester—Police 
Westchester. 

3,470 Cortlandt—Wall 
Bureau, 10 Broad Street. 

There were also found in and about the 
desks of Jantzen, Adams, and Bergen, the 
alleged leaders of the ring, schedules of 
the assignments of Judges of the various 
courts, census reports relative to the com- 
parative density of population in certain 
parts of the city, official reports of the in- 
vestigations of the two Lexow Investiga- 
ting Committees, copies of the Penal Code, 
and the legislative manual, and various 
documents and newspaper clippings rela- 
tive to policy and the societies and individ- 
uals interested in its suppression. Among 
the great mass of memoranda gathered in 
the office were two highly complimentary 
to THE New YorK TiMEs as follows: 

“The sneaking informer and spy, J. E. 
Kelly, can be seen crawling along Broad- 
way with a copy of THE TIMEs sticking 
out of his pocket,’’ and “ The Polish Jew 
makes a living at present by furnishing 
ecards to poolrooms and information to 
THE TIMEs."’ 

Mr. Moss was present when the two safes 
Were opened and clapped his hands with 
elation when the all-important manifold 
sheets were brought from the larger safe. 

“Our chain of evidence is complete,’ he 
said, “‘and now I feel sure that we can 
convict Al Adams and his associates, We 
have had to be content with the Ittle ones 
heretofore. Now we have got the men who 
have for years been at the very head and 
eentre of the whole policy game as it Is 
carried on in New York, with its vast rami 
fications.” 

Mr. Moss picked up a handful from 
big pile of small change found in one 
the safes. 

“This is the pitiful feature of the whole 
wretched business,’’ he said. ‘‘ The hard- 
earned and Iill-spared pennies of the poor. 
This is witness of the sources of the vast 
profits of the ring.” 


PROFITS OF THE COMBINATION. 


The documentary evidence gave some idea 
of the daily profits of the combination. On 
Dec. 11 the total receipts were shown to 
have been something more than $11,000. 
The receipts of Wednesday were over §$12,- 
0co. Other papers indicated that the West 
Bide Bank was one of the depositories of 
the funds. The walls in every room of the 
house were hung with pictures and photo- 
graphs, principally of Tammany politicians 


and actresses. Mayor Van Wyck's picture 
occupied a prominent position. 

In the rooms were thousands of cards 
setting forth the method of playing a new 
policy game called *‘ The Americanized Chi- 
nese Progressive Policy,’””’ and there was 
every evidence that the ring had made 
preparation for introducing this game on a 
Rigentic scale. The cards bore the heading 
“The Hot Springs Progressive Policy As- 
sociation.’’ It was explained that the bank 
roll of each dally drawing of this game was 
$1,500, and then followed a detailed descrip- 
tion of the game, including sample plays, 
in which it was set forth that it was pos- 
sible to win $320 on a ten-cent play. 

Everything that could in any way be 
used as evidence in the case against the 
ring was bundled up by the society detec- 
tives, and carted away in express wagons 
to the District Attorney’s office. A big 
crowd stood in front of the Thirty-first 
Street house, and watched the detectives 
work. in the crowd were many sad-faced 
men, who were said to be runners and cap- 
pers employed by the combination. Some 
of these men undertook to shadow detec- 
tives and newspaper men who came and 
went. 

At 1 o'clock the house was turned over 
to the police of the Thirtieth Street Station. 
Carpenters were at work repairing the

house of E. F. Klee, a cigar manufacturer, 
the doors of which were battered down by 
the raiders on Wednesday afternoon by 
mistake. Mr. Klee will sue somebody for 
damages on account of this error, but he 
has not yet decided just who would be 
most likely to have to pay for the damage. 

Frank Moss called at the office of the 
District Attorney yesterday afternoon, and 
with Mr. Philbin went over the most im- 
portant evidence captured in the raids, 
This evidence was contained in three huge 
bundles of papers, and their examination 
occupied nearly two hours. There were 
hundreds of letters taken from the three 
houses raided, and it was said that the 
disclosures made through them, while not 
all bearing on policy, were startling and 
showed that the leaders in the policy com- 
bination had the friendship of many New 
York officials of high standing 

At the conclusion of the conference Mr. 
Philbin was inclined to be uncommuni- 
cative. ‘‘At the present time,"’ said he, 
‘I want to make just two statements. 
The first is that the examination of the 
evidence captured is exceedingly interest- 
ing, and the second is that Mr. Adams has 
some very distinguished friends Who 
these friends are will probably be made 
known later.”’ 

Mr. Moss was mysterious but more com- 
municative than Mr. Philbin. ** Letters 
were found,” said he, *“‘ which show that 
Mr. Adams was in communication with 
well-known men in both political parties, 
but I will say that not all of the letters 
had to do with policy. No, there were no 
letters from John B. Sexton, Senator Sul- 
livan, John Farrell or Fire Commissioner 
Scannell, as has been stated in the news- 
papers. There was a letter from a Scun- 
nell, but not from the Fire Commissioner. 
There were communications, however, from 


| city officials and others just as high up as 


any of these men named, There were let- 
ters from policemen and from members of 


societies, but it would not do to give names | 


at present. There is sufficient evidence to 
serve our purpose, and everybody knows 
what that purpose is.” 

Mr. Moss was asked about the state- 
ment alleged to have been made by Adams 
after Wednesday's raid to the effect that 
$100,000 in cash and securities had been 
taken from his private desk by the raiders. 

‘* Adams is a great joker,’’ said Mr. Moss. 
“We have not found any money in any 
of the papers taken from the houses, and it 
is pretty safe to assume that if there had 
been $100,000 in Mr. Adams’s desk we 
would have found it. The raids were con- 
ducted under the orders and. supervision 
of the District Attorney’s office. FEvery- 
thing was done in a lawful manner. 

RUMORS ABOUT LETTERS. 

It was rumored during the day that one 
of the letters found in Adams's private 
office was addressed to Capt. Schmitt- 
berger. Mr. Moss, when asked about this, 
refused to admit or deny that such was 
the case. He made the same reply when

During the conference between Mr 
and Mr. Philbin 4 clerk was sent out to as- 
certain the name of the President of the 
Society for the Enforcement of Criminal 
Law, of which Joseph Britton is Superin- 
tendent. This was looked upon as signifi- 
cant in view of the fact that it was ru- 
mored that among the letters found in the 
raided houses was one written by Adams, 
in which he spoke in a complimentary 
fashion of Britton. 

The latter was seen 
of the society, at 108 Fulton Street. 
was highly indignant when told of the 
alleged Adams letter. ‘“‘I have seen the 
statements in the papers,”’ said he, “and 
they are all nonsense. I am not on good 
terms with Al Adams. It was on my com- 
plaint that he was arraigned in 1885, and 
sentence was suspended on him. If I were 
crocked they have got a District Attorney 
down there who would have me indicted in 
a minute. He is the squarest official that 
has occupied that office in years. Why, it 
was my complaints that drove Capt. Wes- 
tervelt out of the Police Department.” | 

It developed yesterday that the plans for 
the big raid were founded on information 
furnished the Anti-Policy Society by a 
man named Hogan, who was for many 
years employed by the policy ring, but 
who was discharged about a year ago. 
Hogan had a grievance against Adams 
and the others, and gave the detectives 
complete plans of the three houses consti- 
tuting the headquarters of the ring. He 
was with the society agents during the 
raid, and gave invaluable aid. 

The accumulation af information fur- 
nished by the raid discloses for the first 
time the enormous profits made by Adams 
and his principal associates in the policy 
game. Adams has become immensely rich 
at it. The tax list taken from the records 
of 1900 contains 27 pieces of property on 
which he paid assessments on valuations 
aggregating nearly $600,000. He is said to 
have added immensely to his real estate 
holdings during the past year, and Mr. 
Moss's estimate made yesterday places the 
value of his real estate alone at fuliy 
$1,000,000, He occupies a splendid suite of 
rooms at the Hotel Netherland. He is, ac- 
cording to Mr. Moss, a silent partner in the 
contracting firm of John W. Cody & Co., 
is a stockholder in the West Side Bank, Is 
interested in the Karsch Brewing Company, 
and is a silent partner in the real estate 
firm of Ames & Co. One of his sons is a 
lawyer in New York and another is in busi- 
ness out West. 

He was not to be found yesterday. At the 
Hotel Netherland it was said that he was 
not in, At the office of his counsel, James 
Oliver, at 220 Broadway, it was said that 
Mr. Oliver had not been in his office during 
the day, and it was not known where he 
was, 

Eleven of the prisoners captured in the 
raid, and who had been held over night. 
were released on bail yesterday. Edward 
M. Marks of 145, West Seventieth Street 
going bail for all in $1,000 each. William 
Bagley. James Hughes, and Frank Cain, 
the remaining three prisoners, were ar- 
raigned before Justice Hinsdale in his pri- 
vate office, and held for examination this 
morning. when all the other prisoners will 
be arraigned. 

Capt. Goddard of the Anti-Policy Society 
was jubilant over the prospect of conviction 
yesterday. ‘‘ We have got Adams now,” 
1e said. ‘‘ The evidence against him 
overwhelming. If convicted, he is just 
sure to get the maximum penalty of the 
law—two years in the penitentiary and 
$1,000 fine. Why, we had the law framed 
for the especial purpose of convicting him, 
and with him in prison the game can be 
stamped out in New York. With his eighty 
policy shops in the city, he took in more 
than $1,000,000 a year. Two-thirds of this 
he paid out in salaries and for protection 
and the remainder he pocketed clear.” 


Alleged Poolseller Arrested in Queens. 
District Attorney John B Merrill of 
Queens County led a raid late yesterday 
afternoon on an alleged poolroom in Rich 
mond Hill. The raid resulted in one arrest. 
The neighbors say that there was a sudden 
clearing out of the place on Thursday 
afternoon. The District Attorney found 
the place devoid of all poolroom accesso- 
ries. The place is owned by Henry Schwall 
Mr. Merrill arrested Schwall, however. He 
says he has evidence enough to convict. 
Conviction of Goslin, Packer, and Davis 
Affirmed by the Appellate Court. 

There was a unanimous affirmance 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court yesterday of the conviction of Al- 
fred R. Goslin, Eugene Packer, and Charles 
T. Davis, for a conspiracy to injure trade, 
and to depress the value in the market of 
the shares of stock of the Brooklyr Rapid 
Transit Company. Mr. Goslin was sen- 
tenced by Justice Fursman, on the trial, in 
the Criminal Branch of the Supreme Court, 
to imprisonment for six months, and to pay 
a fine of $500, while Packer and Davis were 
each sentenced to receive three months’ 
imprisonment, with $250 fine. 

It was shown on the trial that Goslin and 
Packer, in concert, began, in October, 189), 
an attack upon the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
stock, Goslin inserting advertisements in 
the New York newspapers signed “ Truth 
Seeker."’ Subsequently false reports were 
circulated by them that the Brooklyn Rap- 
id Transit Company was going into the 
hands of a receiver. 

Justice Patterson, who gives the opinion 
of the Appellate Tribunal, says it could not 
be seriously contended that a conspiracy 
to depress the value of the capital of great 
corporations dealt in on the Stock Ex- 
change, Was not one to injure trade or com- 
merce within the meaning of the Code of 
Criminal Procedure. 
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The Everett House Wins on Appeal. 


The Appellate Division yesterday re- 
versed the judgment of Justice Scott re- 
fusing an injunction and damages to Ben- 
jamin L. M. Bates, the proprietor of the 


Everett House, on Union Square, in his 
action against Frederick Holbrook and 
others, sub-contractors on the rapid transit 
railroad, to restrain the maintenance by 
them of the power house and machine shop 
erected in that part of the square adja- 
cent to the hotel. Justice Ingraham, tor 
the court, Gecides that the use to which 
Union Square was put by the contractors 
was not authorized by the rapid transit act, 
and that such a use of the park was not 
a *‘ temporary privilege’ within the mean- 
ing of that act.

Amalgamated Company’s Action a 
Surprise to Wall Street. 


Negotiations with Rio Tinto and Roth- 
schild Interests Believed to Have 
Failed—Smalli Properties May 
Lose Millions. 


The United Metals Selling Company yes- 
terday reduced the price of copper 1% cents 
per pound. The United Metals Selling 
Company is the distributing agent for the 
Amalgamated Copper Company, and its ac- 
tien was a great surprise to the financial 
district, coming as it did on top of the con- 
tinued assertion of those at the head of 
both the Selling Company and the Amalga- 
mated Company itself that the price of cop- 
per would positively not be reduced. The 
reduction makes the prices for copper as 
follows: Lake copper, 15%c.; electrolytic, 
15 to 15\c.; casting, 15c. 

While no definite information is at hand 
—for the Amalgamated officials maintain 
their policy of secretiveness—it is generally 
understood that the cut in price means 
that whatever negotiations were on be- 
tween the Amalgamated Company and the 
Rio Tinto and Rothschild interests for the 
maintenance of prices and the curtailment 
of production are at end temporarily at 
least and that the Amalgamated Company 
has had a serious setback in its attempt to 
corner the copper of the world and sustain 
a price that made it possible for the small- 
est producer to reap a profit while waiting 
to be absorbed by the big company. The 
failure of negotiations, which is said to be 
due to the sad experiences of English cop- 
per manipulation in attempts to make cor- 
ners and the consequent cut in the price 
of the metal means, so some copper trade 
authorities declare, ‘a loss of millions of 
dollars to the owners of small copper prop- 
erties who cannot produce the ore and treat 
it at any profit at the present price. These 
owners are scattered over the Western 
country and individually and locally the 
suspension of their operation will not make 
a great difference, but the aggregate will 
be large. 

The prices made by the Amalgamated 
Company are, it is understood, to meet 
those of any of the independent companies. 
Calumet and Hecla particularly, and it is 
said that the Amalgamated Company will 
cut just as fast and as hard as any other. 
company cares to and will meet any cut 
any company will make no matter what it 
is, and it presages a war of prices unless 
some newer and more pacific terms are 
made between the parties interested. 

In the meantime the public, or at least 
that part of it that holds copper stock, is 
waiting and watching anxiously to see 
where it is all to end. 

The announcement of the cut in prices 
caused the most capricious actions in Amal- 
gamated stock on the Stock Exchange. It 
opened yesterday morning at 68, which 
was \& lower than the closing price of 
Thursday; went down to 66%, rallied to 
684%, went down again to 66%, and then 
6644, back to 67, and finally closed at 66%. 


LONDON, Dec. 14.—The Directors of the 
Rio Tinto Company have been meeting 
here daily, though quite informally, since 
the copper crisis became acute. It was 
officially stated after yesterday’s meeting 
that whatever settlement might be arrived 
at lay entirely with the Amalgamated 
Company; the Rio Tinto Company had 
made all the propositions which it intended 
to make, but so far, had received no indi- 
cation of the action the Amalgamated 
Company proposed to take. 

The Pall Mall Gazette said yesterday 
that Mr. Rockefeller had really thrown 
down the gauntlet to the Rothschilds, 
which the paper thought improbable, there 
could be little doubt of the Rothschilds’ 
victory. The Pall Mall Gazette added: 

“The Rio Tinto Company are in a posi- 
tion to regard with equanimity a further 
drop of 20 shillings per ton, but not so 
the Standard Oil Company, who have to 
consider the possibility of a general smash 
of the American market.”’ 

Rio Tintos fell three-eighths at the Stock 
Exchange opening yesterday, but subse- 
quently regained this and slightly improved 
on Thursday night’s price. 

The copper market is still governed by 
mysterious influences, the genesis of which 
even the dealers are unable to fathom. It 
is said to be remarkable that, in spite of 
the selling pressure, coupled with the 
gloomy reports from New York, the price 
of the standard grade has only shrunk 3s. 
aton. The first change in the price yester- 
day was when 1,200 tons were sold at 52, 
for all dates up to Feb. 28, and at 52 to 
51.15 for the three months. The heaviest 
selling was from a fresh quarter. It ex- 
eited curiosity, but no explanation was 
forthcoming. 

It is believed in many quarters that the 
most important London houses consider 
the present prices to be justified by the 
great expansion and consumption of recent 
years, and that, consequently, they are 
willing to lay in considerable stocks in the 
neighborhood of 50. Thus the market is 
sustained by quiet absorption of the most 
tempting offers.

BOSTON BROKERAGE FIRM FAILS, 


Drop in Copper Causes Embarrass- 
ment of Wainwright Bros. & Co. 


BOSTON, Dec. 18.—The assignment of 
Wainwright Brothers & Co., brokers, of 53 
State Street, was announced to-day from 
the floor of the Stock Exchange, of which 
the concern was a member. No statement 
concerning the affairs of the firm is avail- 
able at present. The -assignment at- 
tributed to the decline in copper stocks. 
The firm has been doing business in Boston 
more than twenty ycars. The present mem- 
bers are Wilson P. Wainwright and Charles 
H. Dodge, Mr. Dodge having entered three 
months ago upon the retirement of James 
H. Wainwright, formerly senior partner. 

Among State Street houses the firm had 
the reputation of doing a_ substantial 
amount of business. F. H. Copeland, at- 
torney, the assignee, when asked for 4a 
statement, said he could not give an esti- 
mate of the extent to which the firm was 
involved until after examination of its af- 
fairs. He said that they were carrying 
fairly heavy lines of stock, and that the 
assignment was due to the tall in price of 
Amalgamated Copper stock.

This contained an extract of a letter evi- 
dently from John TT.

from Frank De Haas Robinson to the 
League Presidents, asking an expression of 
opinion on the tendering of the nomination 
of President te Mr. Spalding. 

“For several years,"’ said Mr. Spalding,

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THE CITY’S DEBT TO CROKER. 

Good men are often coldly ungrateful 
for the favors of the wicked. Without a 
thought in the wurld save to promote 
his own ends and the ends of the Tam- 
many organization, Mr. RICHARD CROKER 
has done for this city a service of consid- 
erable magnitude. We for one are re- 
solved to thank him for it. It is so sel- 
dom CROKPR gets thanked by anybody 
that we presume our tribute will touch 
him deeply. 

Our neighbor The World has called at- 
tention to the unusual number of blank 
and defective ballots reported by the 
official canvassers of the judiciary vote. 
Pointing out that the cause of the phe- 
nomenon was the invalidation of ballots 
by a large number of Democrats who ex- 
pressed their disapproval of CROKER’s 
judiciary candidate Van Wyck by the 
direct but prohibited method of scratch- 
ing his name off the ballot, our neighbor 
concludes that if Croker had had the 
sense to leave this discredited candidate 
off the ticket the Tammany candidates 
in this county, with the exception of 
UNGER; would have been elected. 

An examination of the figures of the 
canvass in the main justifies this con- 
clusion. The total number of ballots 
reported as blank, defective, and void in 
the judiciary vote is 17,796. That this 
is excessive and demands explanation 
may be seen by a comparison with the 
judiciary vote in 1900. Judge PatTerR- 
SON, Who was then the candidate of both 
parties, 328,829 votes. The 
number of blank, void, and defective bal- 
lots was 3,743, or at the ratio of about 
11 to 1,000. Judge O’BrRIEN, who was 
the nominee of all parties this year, 
polled 309,167 votes. Using the ratio of 
11 to 1,000, this would give 3,400 as the 
normal number of invalid ballots. De- 
ducting this from the number actually 
reported as invalid, there remains an 
excess of 14,396 to be explained on some 
other theory than the natural percentage 
of errors and blunders. 

Plainly there was an attempt on the 
part of a large number of voters to do 
something with the ballot that they did 
not know how to do in the manner pre- 
scribed by law. It is known that the 
mame of Van Wyck was extensively 
scratched. No voters save those who in 
other respects voted the entire Tammany 
ticket would appear to have had any in- 
ducement to scratch him, since those 
who voted against Tammany would of 
course have had nothing to do with the 
column under the star. We think the 
assumption is warranted that the greater 
part of the 14,396 invalidated ballots 
must be attributed to the scratching of 
Mayor Van Wrck’s name by voters 
whose ballots, but for that error of 
method in expressing their intention, 
would have been counted for the other 
Tammany candidates in this county. 

If we assume that there were 10,000 
ballots so scratched by Tammany voters 
we perceive at once the amplitude of 
the benefit conferred upon the city by 
Mr. CROKER’s defiant loyalty to his 
Mayor, But for that SHEPARD would 
have had a plurality of 5,000 in Man- 
hattan, Van HopseEN would have been 
elected President of the Board of Alder- 
men by a majority of 1,000, Fanrpacu 
County Clerk by 2,000, Goopwin Reg- 
ister by 3,000, Oaxiey Sheriff by 5,000, 
and all the Tammany Coroners by plu- 
ralities of about 5,000. 

From these calamities we have been 
delivered by the beneficent obstinacy of 
RICHARD CROKER in an act of charac- 
teristic defiance of public opinion. 

Having expressed our gratitude to the 
gentleman, it is becoming to point out 
that Mr. Low’s majority in the whole 
city would have been reduced to 20,000 
if CROKER had not nominated VAN WYcK. 
That is a very narrow margin of safety 
in an electorate casting 600,000 votes. 
With all the advantage gained by the 
shock which the Tammany abominations 
had given to decent public opinion that 
was the best we could do. No man 
whose eyes are not tight shut can fail to 
see that a narrow and bigoted treatment 
of the question of Sunday opening would 
wipe out this margin altogether and 
make sure the election of Tammany’s 
next Mayor.

worked = successfully the 
changes in the law that were required to 
it more effective. He estimated, 
from such information as he could pro- 
cure, that his society had, up to Thurs- 
day, broken up about one-fourth of all 
the places where policy was played. On 
Thursday, in cojperation with the society 
of which Mr. Moss is the manager, three 
raids were made on places in the Thirty- 
fifth Precinct, and the result of a fourth 
was the arrest of Apams, the reputed 
“king” of the policy gang, with many 
papers, documents, accounts, &c., which, 
in the opinion of those best informed, 
will suffice for the conviction of some of 
the richest and most powerful of the 
desperate group by whom the game has 
been manipulated. 

This raid was planned entirely with- 
out the aid or knowledge of the police, 
for obvious reasons.

They were called in 
only at the last moment, when their au- 
thority was useful, and when there was 
no longer any chance of treachery. Like 
many similar raids in connection with 
poolrooms, but even more strikingly, this 
enterprise proves that the police had am- 
ple power to suppress the evil and en- 
force the law, and it makes plainer than 
ever the only possible motive why the 
power was not used. It was not needed 
as a revelation, since those already made 
were convincing enough to persuade the 
people of the city to overturn the sys- 
tem under which such gross and cor- 
rupting abuses existed. It is, however, a 
most encouraging evidence of the change 
for the better that will follow the change 
in the administration. This, indeed, is 
anticipated by the prompt suspension of 
Acting Captain Coonry and his sum- 
mons to trial by Commissioner MURPHY. 
That action is commendable, even at this 
late date. But it cannot excuse the 
neglect and refusal to take like action 
long ago. The utter neglect of which 
the police have been guilty was just as 
clear a year since as it is to-day; and it 
was connived at by Commissioner MuR- 
PHY for reasons of his own. They may 
not have been the worst of reasons, but 
they could not have been good ones. 
Thank Heaven, the time is very near 
when the outrdgeous system of licensed 
lawlessness and corruption will be at an 
end! 


SUNDAY “FAMILY TRADE.” 


We have already commended what 
seem to us the good points of Mr. PuHIL- 
BIN’s deliverance upon the question of 
Sunday opening. We fully agree with 
him that there is no “ political neces- 
sity’ for opening the doors of saloons 
on Sundays while the doors of shops that 
dispense the necessaries of life are re- 
quired by law to be closed and are, in 
fact, very generally closed.

This 
means that it is procured from the most 
convenient place in which beer is kept 
and sold on draught. To keep draught 
beer over Saturday night would render 
it quite unfit for consumption Sunday 
noon. It is true that beer may be had in 
bottles and so kept overnight. But, in 
the first place, it costs quite twice as 
much as draught beer; in the second 
place, it involves an ice chest, if it is to 
be kept and served in good condition, 
and, in the third place, most of the fami- 
lies in which beer is an invariable accom- 
paniment to dinner prefer the draught 
beer. In any case, to forbid tliem to 
buy on one day of the week the fresh 
and cool beer which they may freely buy 
on the other six is an interference with 
their habits of life which they resent, 
and their resentment will surely be: ex- 
pressed by their votes. They can see no 
reason why they should be annoyed and 
“put out of their way” every Sunday. 
Neither can a great many other people 
who have themselves no use 2ither for 
the opening of drinking places or for 
the procurement of beer on Sunday.

in the Philippines, to provide amply 
for the education of the people, to open up 
the highways of commerce, both foreign 
and domestic, and to provide ample police 
force for the preservation of order. These 
different forms of tariff in force there have 
produced a surplus of revenue after paying 
the expenses of the Government. This bill 
proposes in the first section to make this 
Philippine tariff a part of the statutes of 
the United States. 

NEED OF REVENUE IMPERATIVE. 

“The necessity for a continuance of reve- 
nue which shall be both ample and certain 
is imperative. If we continue the police 
and constabulary system which has been 
inaugurated, and which is doing so much 
to restore and conserve order in the isl- 
ands, it will call for a large increase in 
appropriations. We have enrolled 150,000 
school children in the public schools. Of 
this number more than one-half are with- 
out any school-house accommodation. 

“It is necessary that we build suitable 
houses at once. Ten thousand adults were 
at last accounts enrolled for night schools, 
and We are told that this number has since 
increased probably to at least 35,000. These 
people, anxious to learn our language and 
to better their mental condition, must be 
amply provided for. Four thousand teach- 
ers have been employed, nearly all of them 
recently, and their salaries must be paid. 
This great work of education must not be 
crippled, even for.a short time, for lack 
of funds 

“Our Government has gone to work sys- 
tematically through the commission for the 
improvement of the harbor at Manila. 
They have let the contract, after a public 
advertisement and competitive bids, to the 
lowest bidder. This contract calls for the 
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Roads are being constructed, and the build- 
ing of roads in this tropical country is ex- 
pensive. These are but a few of the many 
items of expenditure which are imperative, 
All these expenditures are preparing the 
way for a reduction of the army and in the 
end will prove of direct benefit to the tax- 
payers of the United States. 

“The bill also provides for the collec- 
tion of tonnage taxes on vessels plying 
between the ports of the United States and 
the Philippine archipelago. It further pro- 
vides that vessels not of United Stuies 
may ply between these ports, notwithstand. 
ing our coastwise navigation laws, until 
the first day of January, 1905, when it is 
believed these islands may safely come 
under the operation of our present statutes 
and vessels only of the United States be 
employed in our commerce with them. 

“At present our own people who ship 
goods to these islands are handicapped by 
the internal revenue tax and duties paid 
upon foreign goods imported here and used 
in the manufacture of articles sent to the 
Philippines. The sixth clause of the pro- 
posed bill is designed to remedy this. 

“The fourth section provides that all the 
duties and taxes collected under the act 
shall not be covered into the general fund 
of the Treasury of the United States, but 
paid into the Treasury of the Philippine 
Islands, to be used and expended for the 
use and benefit of these islands. 

‘The object of the bill is to meet a press- 
ing emergency, practically and efficiently. 
We present the tariff act of the commis- 
sion as the best that can be devised in the 
limited time left for us to act.” 


THE MINORITY REPORT. 


Representative Richardson (Dem.) of 
Tennessee presented to the House the mi- 
nority report on the bill, signed by all the 
Democrats of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, except Mr. Robertson of Louisiana. 
The report says, in part: 

‘‘The measure is but another step in the 
well-marked line of imperialism. It is 
enacting a policy of pure colonialism and 
the worst form of that policy. We are op- 
posed to our Government attempting to 
hold territories as colonies, and treating 
the inhabitants thereof as subjects and im- 
posing upon them a government of force. 
This is the method of the empire instead of 
that of the republic. We oppose the whole 


policy of the majority in dealing with the } 


Philippine Archipelago. We believe that, 
instead of the effort they are making to set 
up and hold permanent colonies there, we 
should long since have inaugurated a policy 
assuring to the people of those islands sta- 
ble government and their ultimate 
pendence. 

* But even if there is to be an admitted 
change in oar institutions and our form of 
government and a wide departure from the 
old landmark of political truth, that all 
governments instituted among men derive 
their just powers from the consent of the 
governed; and if it be admitted that we are 


inde- | 


to embark upon the dangerous and desper- | 


ate policy of colony holding and subject 
governing, to none of which do we agree, 
even then we could not give our assent to 
the passage of the pending measure. The 
colonial plan set up by this bill is anjust 
and illiberal in the extreme.”’ 

The report further says that the Secre- 
tary of War in effect made the tax law 
for the Philippines, and thus 
greater power than most Kings. 
ing, it reads: 

“The second section of the bill declares 
in effect that the Philippine Islands are 
foreign territory to the extent that all im- 
portations therefrom into the United States 
shall pay the same rates of duty as are 

rovided in the existing tariff laws of the 

Inited States, known as the Dingley tariff 
act. 

‘The Dingley act has proved itself to be 
a trust-breeding measure. We witness 
daily the great trusts, born of the Dingley 
tariff law, so manipulating the manufact- 
ures and the prices of goods that our peo- 
ple are forced by them to pay at our own 
homes and in our own market higher prices 
for their manufactured goods and commodi- 
ties than the same goods and commiodities 
are manufactured by them and shipped 
abroad and sold for in the foreign markets 
of the world. * * * We do not believe 
that the trade we are now obtaining or 
that we are likely to obtain under our on- 
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erations in the Philippines is worth what 
we are paying for it.’’ 

THE PHILIPPINES EXPENSIVE. 
The minority report then shows that the 
Intted States shared in the Philippine 

trade last year to the extent of $5,427,506, 
representing profits of about $1,085,541. 

“This paltry sum,’ says the report, “is 
insignificant when we consider the other 
side of the account. It has cost us more 
than $85,000,000 to maintain army in 
the Philippines for the past year. Other 
nations, without incurring the expense of 
a dollar toward that end, are getting $48,- 
000,000 worth of the Philippine trade. We 
will have expended, when the next year 
closes, at the very lowest estimate for the 
maintenance of our army in the Philippines 
and our operations in the Orient not less 
than $450,000,000. And this does not in- 
clude the immense increase in naval ex- 
penditures and the $20,000,000 paid to Spain 
under the treaty of 1899."’ 

The casualties of United States troops 
and the insurgents are referred to, and the 
report then concludes. 

“The casualties which have occurred in 
the effort to enforce the policies of the 
majority in the islands are of such appall- 
ing magnitude that it should shock the 
public mind. And such list of casualties 
would in no wise refer to or include those 
of our soldiers whose health has been per- 
manently broken down and many others 
whose reason and intellects have been shat- 
tered and ruined by protracted service in 
a torrid zone. 

“We are squarely in opposition to the 
methods and policies of the majority of the 
committee in their efforts to deal with the 
Philippine Islands. We do not believe that 
the people of those islands can be made 
citizens of our Republic without gross in- 
justice to our people, and without doing 
violence and perhaps irreparable injury to 
our institutions, nor can we hold them as 
subjects without the most radical changes 
in our form and theory of Government, 
which we are unwilling to see inaugurated.” 

At to-day’s meeting of the Ways and 
Means Committee Representative Robert- 
son (Dem., La.,) announced that he would 
vote for the bill in the House, and Repre- 
sentative McCall (Rep., Mass.,) said that 
he would vote against it.. The other Re- 
publicans of the committee expressed them- 
selves in favor of the measure.

MR. HAY TO BE ORATOR 
AT McKINLEY MEMORIAL. 


Joint Committee of Congress Decides to 
Extend Invitation to Him—Date 


of Services Undecided. 

WASHINGTON, Dee. 13.—Secretary of 
State John Hay will invited to the 
orator when services are held in Washing- 
ton in memory of President McKinley. This 
selection was made at the suggestion of 
Senator Fairbanks (Rep., Ind.,) at to-day’s 
joint meeting of the two committees ap- 
pointed by the House and Senate to make 
the necessary arrangements for a memorial 
service. 

Mr. Fairbanks addressed the committee, 
speaking feelingly of President McKinley. 
He said that no President had ever so well 
understood Congress as did President Mc- 
Kinley, and that a strong bond of mutual 
confidence and respect united him to that 
body. He then told of how joint commit- 
tees had been chosen after the deaths of 
Lincoln and Garfield, and how in the for- 
mer case George Bancroft and in the latter 
Secretary Blaine had delivered memorial 
addresses before joint meena of the 
Senate and House, to which the foreign 
diplomats as well as the high officials of 
the United States were invited. 

‘The selection for this great work,” he 
said, ‘‘it seems to me and to some that I 
have conversed with on the subject, should 
fall upon a man who is fitted because of 
his personal relations to the President and 
because of his great achievements and re- 
hnown. The name which comes almost un- 
bidden to the lips of us all in this case is 
that of Secretary John Hay, and it would, 
indeed, add to the symmetry of the occasion 
and be an emphasis of our tribute if he 
could be selected.”’ 

Senator Fairbanks then moved that a 
committee be appointed to call upon Mr. 
Hay next Monday at 10 o'clock and invite 
him to make the address. The motion _ 
vailed, and the committee was named as 
follows: Senators Foraker, (Rep., Ohio,) 
Fairbanks, (Rep., 4nd.,) Jones (Dem.) of 
Arkansas, and Kean (Rep., N. J.,) and 
Representatives Grosvenor, (Rep., Ohio,) 
Cousins, (Rep., Iowa,) William Alden Smith, 
(Rep., Mich..) Fleming, (Dem., Ga.,) and 
Shafroth, (Silver, Col.) The time for the 
proposed service will be fixed later. 


BILL TO BUY TELEGRAPH LINES. 


Representative Jackson’s Measure 
Would Place Them Under Gov- 


ernment Control. 
WASHINGTON, 13.—Representative 
Jackson (Dem., Kan.,) has introduced a bill 
providing that the United States Govern- 
ment purchase the Western Union and the

NOT NAMED FOR CONGRESS. 


Republicans Hope to Elect the Succe& 
sor to Nicholas Muller in the 
Seventh District. 


The reports current yesterday that Core 
nelius Vanderbilt was to be the Repub- 
lican candidate in the Seventh Congress 
District to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Nicholas Muller of Richmond 
County were without foundation. There 
was a conference at 1 Madison Avenue, 
the Republican County Headquarters, yes- 
terday afternoon, but at no time was there 
any mention of the name of Mr. Vander- 
bilt as a possible nominee. 

At this conference, in addition to the 
officers of the Republican County Commit- 
tee, there were present M. #. Healey, lead« 
er in the First District, Michael Hines, rep- 
resenting Dennis Shea from the Second 
District; Frederick Haldy, from the Third 
District of Manhattan, and Messrs. Thomas 
Branniff and A. @.

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THE TELEPHONE BUSINESS. 


Statistics Showing Growth and Devel- 
opment of the Telephone Industry 


in the United States. 

In its current The Electrical Re- 
view contains a study of the telephone sit- 
uation, in which it shown that the 
amount invested in the telephone industry 
in the United States is nearly half a billion 
of dollars. This estimate includes both the 
lines and instruments of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, gener- 
ally called the Bell Company, and of the 
opposition or independent companies. 

A table is published showing that all the 
states of the Union, with the exception of 
Nevada, Rhode Island, and Utah, are pro- 
vided with opposition telephone exchanges, 
the total number of exchanges of this char- 
acter being 2,811, and the number of tele- 
phones connected to them being 708,717. The 
largest extension of the independent tele- 
phone business is in the State of Ohio, 
which has 226 exchanges and 155,664 inde- 
pendent telephones. In order, Indiana and 
Pennsylvania come next, having respective- 
ly 192 and 198 exchanges and 88,669 and 
64,604 telephone connections. The total 
capital invested in the independent tele- 
phone business, including toll lines and 
manufacturing establishments, is estimated 
at from $126,000,000 to $150,000,000. 

The Bell interests are shown to have an 
invested capital of $320,000,000. These in- 
terests operate 1,500 exchanges, to which 
are connected 1,080,000 telephones. The 
Bell companies are now handling a total of 
very nearly two billion calls a year and are 
operating a total of 1,354,202 mues of wire 
and employing 33,000 people. 

In addition to these figures, the tele- 
phones in use on inter-communicating sys- 
tems—that is, systems installed in offices, 
factories, mills, large buildings, hotels, &c. 
—and on farmers’ co-operative exchange 
lines, which are built and owned by people 
living in sparsely populated districts, are 
estimated at 490,000. This gives a grand 
total of 2,278,717 telephones in use in the 
United States, with a total investment of 
$470,000,000 in lines, instruments, and oper- 
ative exchanges 

The amount of money represented by the 
manufacturing telephone interests is also 
very large. It is computed by The Elec- 
trical Review that the independent manu- 
facturers, to the number of over 50, are 
turnirg out now about 2,000 complete tele- 
phone sets daily, of which more than 80 
per cent. are made in Chicago and its im- 
mediate vicinity. The Bell interests are 
manufacturing 1,016 sets of instruments 
daily, and of course both branches of the 
telephone business are manufacturing in 
eddition switchboard and exchange appa- 
ratus capable of taking care of this out- 
put It is estimated that the value of the 
annual product of telephones and telephone 
apparatus between $50,000,000 and $35,- 
(0,000 a year. It is also estimated that 
the consumption of other materials, such 
as poles, wires, cables, conduits, &c., in 
connection with the telephone industry is 
cver $25,000,000 a year, thus making the 
total value of materials used in the indus- 
try between $50,000,000 and $60,000,000 
every twelve months.

MONROEISM ANGERS VENEZUELA. 


Caracas Papers Now Attack the United 


States Instead of Germany. 

WILLEMSTAD, Curacoa, Dec. 13.—There 
has been a halt in the exchange of com- 
munications between Germany and Vene- 
zuela, owing to the publication in the Cara- 
cas newspapers of dispatches from the 
United States setting forth that the Gov- 
ernment at Washington will not oppose any 
steps which Germany may take to enforce 
her rights in Venezuela, with the exception 
of preventing the annexation of Venezuelan 
territory. As a result the newspaper at- 
tacks on Germany have ceased, but the 
semi-official Caracas papers are now at- 
tacking the United States, saying that 
Washington, in authorizing Germany to 
take action in her dispute with Venezuela, 
looks upon the latter country as being part 
of the territory of the United States. 

It is believed that Germany, at the end of 
this month, will take steps to obtain a due 
acknowledgment of her claim for $2,000,- 
000, arising from losses sustained by Ger- 
man citizens at the time of the last revolu- 
tion in Venezuela. and rejected by Vene- 
Zguela, who said Germany should present 
her claims before the special Venezuelan 
court appointed to pass upon such mat- 
ters. Germany, the United States, Great 
Britain, and France refused to appeal to 
this court. 

The situation in Venezuela is critical, and 
fears are expressed of a general uprising 
there in January. 


TREATY WITH NICARAGUA. 


Minister Merry Secures Tariff Conces- 
sion from the Republic. 
MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Dec. 3.—The 
Nicaraguan Minister of Foreign Relations, 
Scfior Sanchez, and the United States Min- 
ister to Nicaragua, Salvador, and Costa 
Rica, William L. Merry, have signed a pro- 
tocol for a treaty which provides for the 
admission into Nicaragua, free of duty, of 
flour, wines under fourteen degrees, fruits, 
fresh and dried, and preserved products

VICTORY FOR DALY HEIRS. 


House of Lords Decides the Suit for the 
Possession of Daly’s Theatre, 
London, in Their Favor. 
LONDON, Dec. 13.—The House of Lords 
to-day unanimously decided the suit for 
the possession of Daly’s Theatre here in 

favor of the Daly estate. 

Newton Crane, who is counsel for the 
Daly estate, states that the decision not 
only gives the Daly heirs possession of the 
theatre, but awards to them about £20,000 
accumulated in court, as their share of the 
takings of *‘San Toy.’' The balance of the 
leasehold is worth about £30,000, and, in 
addition, there will be an accounting for 
damages. George Edwardes’s contract with 
the Daly estate to produce musical plays 
at the theatre is still in force, and is not 
affected by the result of the suit. 

The decision of the House of Lords in 
the case of Daly vs. Edwardes finally dis- 

oses of a question that has been pending 
co a considerable time. It was the result 
of the claim by Mr. Edwardes that Mr, 
Daly had parted with his interests in Daly's 
Theatre, London, which Mr. Daly, and 
afterward his heirs, denied. Before the 
case first came to trial Mr. Edwardes took 
possession of the building, and placed 
fBuards at the doors in order to prevent 
the entrance of any of the employes of Mr. 

aly. On March 2, 1900, Mr. Justice 
Kekewich rendered a decision in favor of 
the plaintiff, and Mr. Edwardes appealed.

The Daly executors 
have not desired to disturb the successful 
run of the play. It was arranged, belore 
the case came up for trial, that, whatever 
the decision, Mr. Edwardes should con- 
titnue to manage the theatre for some years 
to come.

"ROME, Dee. 13.—Premier Zanardelli, in 
the course of a long statement in the 
Chamber of Deputies to-day, in which he 
showed how the efforts of the Government 
had improved the health and material pros- 
perity of Naples and the southern prov- 
inces, announced that he hoped to conclude 
commercial treaties with Germany and 
Austria benefiting Italian agriculture. 
With that end in view, the Premier said, 
he was studying a tariff which it was pro- 
posed eventually to establish as a means 
of defense against foreign tariffs. The 
Government also hoped to conclude satis- 


factory agreements with Russia and Brazil. 

Signor Zanardelll said the country ought 
to endeavor to make Naples a great manu- 
facturing centre by pouring cap:cal into it, 
and that the Government would appoint a 
committee to consider this problem. He in- 
tended, at the next session of the Chamber 
of Deputies, to introduce a bill to estab- 
lish two direct lines of railroad between 
Rome and Naples, which would reduce the 
journey between the two cities to two and 
one-half hours. He also hoped it might be 
possible to construct a central railroad be- 
tween Bologna, Florence, and Rome, thus 
reducing the journey between Milan and 
Naples to nine hours. Then the St. Goth- 
ard and Simplon tunnels would indeed be- 
come the great highways of mankind.

CIVIL SERVICE LEAGUE 
COMMENDS PRESIDENTS 


McKinley and Roosevelt Indorsed 
for Insular Appointments. 


Permanency in Office for Consuls Sug- 
gested—Commercial Interests Have 
Demanded a Reform. 


BOSTON, Dec. 13.—Daniel C. Gilman of 
Baltimore, ex-President of Johns Hopkins 
University, was chosen President of the 
Civil Service Reform League at its meeting 
here to-day. 

The report of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions congratulated the country on the res- 
toration to the classified service of some 
1,600 positions in the War Department and 
on “the excellent character of the Presi- 
dent’s first appointments to the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission."

Ohio, discussed the remedy for conditions 
in the Consular Service. Permanency in 
office and protection of the Consul, he safd, 
were important considerations. Col. T. W. 
Higginson said that no one who had re- 
turned from seven months in Burope, as he 
had, could doubt the need for reform in the 
Consular Service. 

Carl Schura said that the spoils system 
should be exchanged for civil service and 
competitive examinations. The diseussion 
closed with a speech from Col. J. W. Ela 
of Chicago, who said that the league was 
not behind the bills in Congress, but they 
were pushed forward by the Commmnereial 
interests who demanded reform. 

The final session of the league was held 
at Hotel Somerset this afternoon, and 
many wemen listened to the addresses of 
Mrs. Schieffelin, President of the New 
York Auxiliary, and Mrs. Henry Whitman, 
President of the Massachusetts Auxiliary, 
both of whom spoke in the interest of wo- 
men in the work of the league. ‘“‘ The In- 
sular Civil Service ’’ was the title of a pa- 
per by Dr. J. H. Hollander of Baltimore, 
until recently Colonial Treasurer of Porto 
Rico. 

Speaking of President 
pointment of Governor, Treasurer, and Au- 
ditor, Secretary, and other officers in Porto 
Rico, Dr. Hollander said that never in the 
history of this country had a group of ap- 
pointments of equal importance been made 
with a greater neglect of personal or polit- 
ical considerations and with a more com- 
pletely single-minded purpose of finding for 
each particular office that person who was 
of all others the most eminently qualified 
therefor. He further said: 

“What President Roosevelt and Secre- 
tary Root have declared of the Philippines 
is conspicuously true of Porto Rico. Since 
the civil Government was established, not 
an appointment has been made in the iIsl- 
ands with any reference to consideration 
of political influence or to aught else save 
the fitness of the man and the needs of the 
service.” 

John R. Proctor discussed the organiza- 
tion of the insular civil service, saying that 
the value of the civil service law in the 
islands would depend upon the manner in 
which it was enforced. The Filipinos, he 
said, began with a better civil service law 
than the United States had secured after 
a struggle of a hundred years. Prof. A. 
Lawrence Lowel echoed the same senti- 
ments,

ARTHUR J. HEANEY DEAD. 


Well-Known Brooklyn Character Victim 
of Pneumonia—Picturesque Career 
of Politician, Pawnbroker, and 
Philanthropist. 


By the death yesterday of Arthur J. 
Heaney, politician, pawnbroker, and philan- 
thropist, Brooklyn nas Icst one of its most 
interest'ng and popular characters. Mr. 
Heaney died at his home, 170 Amity Street, 
of pneumonia. 

Landing in 
he leaves an estate 


New York a penniless boy, 


worth half a mitlioa 
dollars. As much that had given 
away to relieve the sick and needy. Ha 
Was a familiar figure alike in the squalid 
haunts of poverty and the gay world of the 
bon vivant and man about town. 

He was born in Ireland fifty-six years 
ago. His mother died when six 
years old, leaving him an orphan and heme- 
less. He had a sister, Kate, living in New 
York, and friends put the boy aboard a 
vessel bound for America with a tag tied 
about his neck bearing these words: ‘* Ar- 
thur Heaney—to his sister, Kate, in New 
York.’’ The boy’s sister cared for him for 
several months and then had him placed 
in an orphan asyluin. F 
When eleven years old the asylum authori- 
ties allowed him to leave and apprentice 
himself to a pawnbroker named Cavanagh. 
in Manhattan. When the civil war broke 
out young Hearey joined the Sixty-ninth 
Regiment and went to the front. 

Mr. Heaney started in the pawnbroking 
business in 1870 at 214 Atlantic Avenue, 
where he aecumulited his fortune. He was 
in business at the time of his death. 

In 1890 he was elected Alderman from 
the Sixth District. He served two terms 
in the board. After leaving the Aldermanic 
3oard Mr. Heaney placed his badge of 
office in his shop window, attaching a 
sard to it, on which was written: 

A retired politician will sell this 
$15,000, just one-third of what it cost 
will give all of his political experience 
badge. 

It is said 
during the years he 
ties fully $50,000 to 
campaign funds. 

Men who knew Mr. Heaney well say of him 
that he spent $20,000 a year giving his 
friends a ‘“‘ good time 

Mr. Heaney was a member of many Irish 
societies, and was interested in the work of 
all the Catholic charitable institutions in 
Brooklyn, to many of which he contributed 
liberally. He was twice married, his first 
wife having died about ten years ago. His 
second wife, who was Miss Frances Con- 
don, with two children by his first mar- 
riage, a son and a daughter, survive him. 
The funeral will be held on Monday at St. 
Paul's Church, Court and Congress Streets.

A Celebration in the Church of the 
Heavenly Rest. 


The 20th Anniversary of the Rectorate 
of Dr. Morgan—W. R. Peters the 
Giver of the Contribution of 
$30,000 to St. Michael's. 


Preparations are making in the Episco- 
pal Church of the Heavenly Rest, Fifth 
Avenue and Forty-fifth Street, for the 
celebration of the twenttieth anniversary 
of the rectorate of the Rey. Dr. D. Parker 
Morgan, which occurs early in January. 
The present plans contemplate a four days’ 
célebration, beginning Sunday morning, 
Jan. 5. On that day Dr. Morgan will preach 
a historical sermon, giving an account of 
the parish from its organization. 

The anniversary celebration will close 
Wednesday evening, Jan. 8, when a special 


service of thanksgiving will be held in the 
church, the choir of St. Bartholomew's as- 
sisting the parish choir in rendering Sulli- 
van's festival Te Deum. At this service 
Bishop Potter will dedicate the new organ 
and deliver an address. 

Arrangements have just been completed 
by the Vestry of St. Michael’s Episcopal 
Church, Amsterdam Avenue and Ninety- 
ninth Street, by which the contribution of 
about $30,000, offered for the completion 


of the parish house, becomes available, 


and the work of construction will soon 
ccmmence. The money is the gift of W. 
R. Peters, a brother of the rector, the 
Rev. Dr. John P. Peters. The new build- 
ing will stand on the Ninety-ninth Street 
side of the church property. The architect 
proposes for the consideration of some fu- 


ture donor an ornamental colonnade, which 
is not included in the present gift. 

There is still a debt of $1,200 on the old 
part of the parish house, which has been 
reduced by Easter offe rings from $5,000. 
An effort is now making to pay off this 
debt at once. 

The Rey. Dr. Ernest M. Stires, the new 
rector of St. Thomas’s Episcopal Church, 
Fifth Avenue and Fifty-third Street, is re- 
sponsible for what is an innovation for 
that church or even for any church in that 
neighborhood. It is a Sunday evening 
service. It is in the nature of an experi- 
ment, and arrangements thus far made 
provide for them only during Adyent, but 
there is little doubt that if the attendance 
ecntinues as large as it was last Sunday, 
when the first was held, that the evening 
service will become a regular feature. 

The members of the Central Presbyterian 
Church, Fifty-seventh Street, near Seventh 
Avenue, will see to-morrow for the first 
time the completed interior of their church, 
which has been in‘the hands of masons, 
carpenters, and decorators for six months. 
The pastor, the Rev. Dr. Wilton Merle 
Smith, will preach to-morrow morning at 
eleven, and in the evening a memorial 
service will be held for the Rev. Walter 
Lowrie, formerly Dr. Smith's assistant, 
who was drowned at Newport last Sum- 
mer,

SUBJECT.—The Passage of the Red Sea, 
Exodus xiv., 13-27. 

GOLDEN TEXT. —I will sing unto the Lord, 
for He hath triumphed gloriously. Exo- 
dus xv., 


‘“‘The Passover Feast '’ marked the com- 
pletion of God’s plan for the deliverance 
of His people from Egypt, just as ‘‘ The 
Crucifixion '’ marked the completion of His 
plan of Redemption from sin. ‘‘ The pass- 
ing through the Red Sea"’ marked the be- 
ginning of the Israelists’ journey to Ca- 
naan, just as ‘‘ The Resurrection’? marks 
the rising from the death of sin in the 
believer to a new life in Christ. 

Egypt was the land of bondage and 
death. Canaan was the land of liberty and 
life. The entering into it was the entering 
into the full possession’ of the “ exceeding 
great and precious’”’ promises of God. 
Delivered from the bondage of Egypt 
through ‘‘the Blood” of the lamb, the 
crossing of the sea made Israel a separated 
people, prepared to enter upon a life of 
hope and joy. Our inspired commentator 
says that both acts were acts of faith. 
“Through faith,’’ he says they “ kept the 
Passover, and the sprinkling of blood, lest 
He that destroyed their first-born should 
touch them’”’; and ‘‘ by faith they passed 
through the Red Sea as by dry land, which 
the Egyptians essaying to do, were 
drowned."’ (Hebrews xi., 28-29.) 

“The Feast of the Passover’’ and ‘‘ The 
passing through the Red Sea” were thus, 


together, the significant types of God's 
completed plans for the restoration of the 
sinner to Himself, The essential feature 
of the one was “the blood of the lamb” 
sprinkled upon the people. It signifled 
“the precious blood of Christ.” (First 
Peter i., 19.) To those who are sheltered 
beneath that *“ Blood”’ ‘there is no con- 
demnation,.’’ (Romans vyiil., 1.) The esse: 
tial feature of the other was that they “: 
passed through the sea.” (First Corinthians 
x., 1.) It signified baptism, “‘into Jesus 
Christ, that, like as Christ was raised from 
the dead by the glory of the Father, even 
so We also should walk in newness of life 
+-dead, indeed, unto sin, but alive unto God 
ronan, 7 Christ our Lord.”” (Romuns 
vi., 3, 4, BD 


THE PASSOVER'’S SIGNIFICANCE, 


“The Passover ’’ was thus the type of the 
finished work for the justification of the 
sinner. ‘‘ The crossing of the Red Sea” 
was the type of the never-ending work 
for the sanctification of the believer, All 
that was wrapped up in ‘‘ The Passover 
Feast,’’ as the oak is hidden in the avorn, 
was to be developed in the journey which 
began at ‘The Red Sea For when the 
children of Israel gathered into their vlood- 
protected houses, to feed on the lamb slain 
for their deliverance, they were to put 
away everything that was leavened, and 
eat it with “‘unleavened bread.” (xii., 8.) 
This was very expressive of the new life 
in putting away sin. They were also to eat 
it “with bitter herbs.’’ Nothing could 
more forcibly express true repentance, 
hatred of sin, and struggle against temp- 
tation. They seem very “ bitter’’ things 
to the natural man, but to the believer 
they are essential narts of the “‘ feast’ he 
has in Christ. Furthermore, they were to 
eat it with their loins girded—shoes on their 
feet—and their staffs in their hands. (xii., 
11.) This just as clearly declared that the 
believer is to enter upon a life of service, 
and to recognize that he is a stranger and 
a pilgrim here, who desires | a_ better 
country, that is, an heavenly.” (Hebrews 
xi., 13, 18.) Thus what “ The Fenar’ im- 
plied “ The Journey ’”’ was to make mani- 
fest. 

In like manner, everything that related 
to * Sanctification ’ has its germ in ‘ Jus- 
tification.’ Let me, therefore, again call 
attention to the beautiful harmony exist- 
ing between these twin features of Me- 
demption. It cannot be re peated too often 
or too forcibly impressed upon the mind 
and heart

In Heaven, 
Because 
Christ Died 
For Us. In 

‘Christ Is All in All.’’ 
‘““¥Ye Are Complete in Him.’’ 

When we considered the institution of 
“The Lord’s Passover’’ we saw that the 
deliverance was entirely God's work. It 
neither depended upon, nor was influenced 
by, the character. the condition, or the 
conduct, of any individual. It depended 
entirely upon faith in what God said ard 
did. The obedience of the Israelite did rot 
entitle him to deliverance. It only gave 
testimony that he believed God and trusted 
himself to Him. 


NOW GOD'S SERVANTS. 

Now, however, in considering this passing 
through the Red Sea, and the journey 
which now begins, character and conduct 
will play very important parts. They were 
considered by God in all of His dealings 


with the people. He still led them, but 
now they stood in a new relation to Him. 


They also stood in a new relation to Egypt. 
They were to have nothing more to do with 
it, and it was to have nothing more to do 
with them. They were to recognize that 
they were to be forever separated from its 
influence and its claims. For they were 
now to be known as the servants of the 
Lord. Being made free from Egypt they 
were to set their faces and their hopes 
toward the land “flowing with milk and 
honey, which is the glory of all lands.’’ 
(Ezekiel, xx., 6.) It was to be a long and 
weary journey, marked by many defeats 
and many victories. But all the way God 
promised to be with them. The glory of 
His presence was to lead them by day and 
by night. So is it with the believer as he 
walks by faith ‘ perfecting holiness in the 
fear of God."’ (Second Corinthians vil., 1.) 

When the children of Israel left Egypt 
God did not direct Moses to lead them by 
the shortest and most direct route to the 
land of Canaan, but He led them ‘through | 
the way of the wilderness of the Red Sea,’ 
(xlil., 18.) This route would lead them di- 
rectly to Mount Horeb, for God had sald 
to Moses when He called him, “ Certainly 
I will be with thee; and this shall be a 
token unto thee, that I have sent thee. 
When thou hast brought forth the people 
out of Egypt, ye shall serve God upon this 
mountain.” (ill, 12.) By taking this route 
they were also kept from immediate con- 
flict with the Philistines, whose land they 
were to possess. (xiil., 17.) Thus “ He 
led them forth by the right way that they 
might go ta a city of habitation.” (Psalms, 
evil., 7.) 

So they went out of Egypt 
hundred thonsand on foot, that were men, 
besides children. And a mixed multitude 
went up also with them: and flocks, and 
herds, and very much cattle,” (xii., 37.) 
The whole company, including women and 
children, and the “ mixed multitude,’ num- 
bered, probably, at least three million j:eo- 
ple. They “ went up harnessed,”’ (xili., 18,) 
or as the margin explains it, after the or- 
derly manner of ‘‘ armies” (vii., 4) ‘“ by 
five in a rank.”’ **And Moses took the 
bones of Joseph with him; for he had 
straitly sworn the children of Israel, say- 
ing, God will surely visit you; and ye shall 
carry up my bones away hence with you.” 
(xiii., 19.) 

THE FIRST HALT. 

Their first stopping place was Succoth, 
or Pithom, one of the “ treasure cities,” 
which they had built in their bondage. 
(i., 11.) It was on the outskirts of Egypt, 
“in the edge of the wilderness.” (xiii., 
20.) A short journey forward brought them 
into the defiles of the mountains, and they 
were commanded to *‘ turn and encamp be- 
fcre Pinahiroth, between Migdol and the 
Sea, over against Baal-Zephon.” (Verse 
2.) There they were completely shut in. 
The sea stretched out before them, On 
either side the mountains towered high 
above them. In the rear was the compara- 
tively narrow passage through which they 
had reached their camping ground. It 
seemed as if they could rest there in per- 
fect peace. 

But suddenly to their dismay the host of 
Pharaoh appeared at the entrance to the 
harrow passage in their rear, pressing after 
them. At once their hearts failed them. 
Although they had been brought out of 
their bondage by such a wonderful and 
mighty deliverance; although they knew 
that it was by God's hand that they had 
been delivered; although they knew that 
it was by His hand that they had been 
brought into their present position, and 
not by their own choice, they had not yet 
learned to commit themselves to Him and 
trust. To them it appeared that they 
would surely be again brought under the 
power of him who had so long held them 
in bondage, and then their “last state”’ 
would be ‘* worse than the first.’’ (Matthew, 
xii., 45.) So they cried unto the Lord and 
to Moses. But it was the cry of fear and 
dismay, and not the cry of faith. They 
looked to their danger and to themselves, 
and forgot the Lord, their Redeemer, 

How often has this been the exact ex- 
perience of believers as they have begun 
and as they have continued in the Chris- 
tian life! With high hope and a lad 
heart they enter upon or pursue their 
ccurse, but when the old life and spirit 
assert themselves they are amazed at their 
helplessness. There are difficulties before 
them and dangers behind them, and there 
is no way of escape on either side. It 
seems better to have never begun than to 
fail so soon or so completely. And when 
this is the case no man is any more able 
to deliver himself than he was at first 
able to save himself. The strong hand of 
the Lord is the only hand on which he 
can lean, and faith is the only power in 
man which is able to take hold of that 
hand. But for the moment it has failed, 
and needs to be awakened and strength- 
ened. That this may be accomplished in 
them is evidently the very reason why 
they are brought into such a position. 

So it was with the children of Israel at 
Pinahiroth. So Moses encouraged them. 
‘*Fear not,”’ he said. ‘‘ Stand still and see 
the salvation of the Lord which he will 
show you to-day, for the Egyptians whom 
ye have seen to-day ye shall see them 
no more forever. The Lord shall fight 
for you, and ye shall hold your peace.”’ 
(Verses 13, ) 


GO FORWARD, HE SAID. 


But still apparently the people feared and 
trembled. The word of Mases, although it 
brought to them such strong assurances, 
was not enough. The word of a man, even 
though he be Moses, seldom is. The word 
of the Lord Himself is the only word 


which can remove fear and awaken cour- 
age. So God graciously met this weakness 
of His people by saying to Moses, ‘‘ Where- 
fore criest thou unto Me? Speak unto the 
children of Israel that they go forward.” 
(Verse 15.) Then He revealed to him but 
not to them how a path would be opened 
before them. They had seen how He had 
brought them out of Egypt, and now they 
were to see Him destroy the power of 
Egypt to harm them. (Verses 16-18.) 

So Moses gave them the command, ‘‘ Go 
forward.”’ They understood that it was 
the command of God, and must be obeyed. 
So He has often dealt with His faithless 
children since then. But when He com- 
mands them to * Go forward,” it is always 
accompanied with the assurance, ‘* When 
thou passest through the waters I will be 
with thee; and through the rivers, they 
shall not overflow thee."’ (Isaiah, xliii., 2.) 
Thev must “go forward” trusting Him. 
When the people had received this com- 
mand they saw that ‘the angel of God 
which went before the camp of Israel, re- 
moved and went behind them; and the 
pillar of the cloud went from before their 
face, and stood behind them. And it came 
between the camp of the Egyptians and 
the camp of Israel; and it was a cloud and 
darkness to them, but it gave light by 
night to these. So that the one came not 
near the other all the night.’’ (Verses 19, 
20.) Then they saw Moses stretch “ out 
his hand over the sea, and the waters were 
divided,’ and there was a wall of water 
on the right hand and on the left, and the 
space between was dry ground. Then they 
marched unhesitatingly forward and passed 
through the midst of the sea dry shod. 
So they stood in safety on the other shore, 
3ut this was not all. The host of Egypt, 
pressing after to overtake and overwhelm 
thern, entered also into the midst of the 
sea. Then Moses stretched out his hand 
again and the walls of water fell down 
and buried Pharaoh and all his host, be- 
neath their Reavy weight; ‘ the depth cov 
ered them; they sank into the bottom as a 
stone.’”’ (xv., 5.) ‘‘ Thus the Lord saved 
Israeli that dav out of the hand of the 
Egyptians.’’ (Verse 30.) 

So is it ever with God's children. For 
“the Lord knoweth how to deliver the 
godlv out of temptation, and to ‘reserve 
the unjust unto the day of judgment to be 
punished.”’ (II. Peter, ii.. 9.) So the be- 
liever can always with full assurance sing:

“TEST CASE AGAINST THE CITY. 


Decision Against the Tax Board, If Sus- 
tained, Will Affect Contracts Involv- 
ing Millions of Dollars. 


Justice Truax, in the Supreme Court yes- 
terday, decided that the Tax Commission- 
ers had no right to levy a personal tax upon 
any part of the money held by the Control- 
ler to be paid to contractors upon the ful- 
fillment of their contracts. According to 
hundreds of agreements between the city 
and contractors, the latter, upon the com- 
pletion of their contracts, are to receive 70 
per cent. of the contract price. The re- 
Maining 30 per cent. is to be held by the 
Controller for a specified period against 
the performance of certain other clauses of 
the contract requiring the keeping in repair 
of the work done. The decision of Justice 


Truax, if upheld by the higher courts, will 
affect a great amount of money held by the 
Controller. 

The case in which the decision was given 
Was that of the Fruin Bambrick Paving 
Company, which made a contract for the 
paving of certain streets with the city. The 
company was to receive for the entire con- 
tract $500,000—70 per cent. upon the com- 
pletion of the paving and 30 per cent. at the 
end of fifteen years, provided that the 
streets had been kept a repair for that 
time. 

. The Tax Commissioners, upon examining 
certain members of the company, learnec 
that they expected that after the payment 
of the. 30 per cent. of the price of their con- 
tract had been paid they would have made 
a@ net profit of $30,000. Thereupon the 
Tax Commissioners taxed that much of the 
amount held for the company by the Con- 
troller as personal property, at the rate of 
2% per cent. The company then brought 
suit for the paper of having the legality 
of the tax tested. 2 

Justice Truax gaid that in the opinion of 
the court it would be extremely hard to tax 
a person 2% per cent. for fifteen years on 
property which was not actually in his pos- 
session and over which he had no control. 
In vacating the assessment the Justice add- 
ed that he desired the case to go up to a 
higher court for review, as it probably in- 
volved millions of dollars held by the Con- 
troller in similar contracts. 


Treasurer of Gloversville Board of Edu- 
cation Short in His Accounts. 
GLOVERSVILLE, N, Y., Dec. 13.—Arthur 
D. Bedford, Treasurer of the Gloversville 
Board of Education for many years, was 
discovered to be short in his accounts to-

Bedford was head bookkeeper for the 
Fulton County National Bank, and his ac- 
counts with the bank are being investi- 
wee He turned his property over to the 
chool Board.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 

With the exception of Amalgamated 
Copper practically every active stock on 
the Stock Exchange advanced yesterday 
as a result of continued buying by some 
of the larger banking houses. This 
strength was the more noteworthy in 
that it came notwithstanding the cut in 
the price of raw copper and a maintained 
high rate in money for the greater part 
of the day. Most of the day’s call loans 
were made at 8 per cent., the low rate of 
3 per cent. ruling in the late afternoon 
only when all demands had been satis- 
fied. Nevertheless it was regarded as a 
most encouraging sign that rates did not 
advance more than they did, for it is to 
be borne in mind that call loans made on 
Friday carry over until Monday. 

As for the cut in copper it is generally 
regarded in Wall Street as a most logical 
and reasonable step—one, in fact, that 
should have been taken some time ago 
instead of endeavoring to maintain an 
artificial high rate for a product with 
which independent companies were freely 
supplied and were, apparently, only too 
willing to sell at the high price main- 
tained by the Amalgamated. The fact, 
indeed, is that for some time, in its en- 
deavor to maintain prices, the Amalga- 
mated Company has been obliged to take 
at its artificial price much of the raw 
product of the independent companies— 


| has, in short, been “ holding the bag.” 
| Clearly, such a policy could not be con- 
| tinued indefinitely; 


and yesterday’s cut 
indicates that the Amalgamated mana- 
gers have finally reached that conclu- 
sion. 

It was a gratifying fact to holders of 
stocks that, following the announcement 
of the cut, no bad break either in Amal- 
gamated or in the general market took 
place. To the contrary, the copper stock 
declined little more than a point, while 
the rest of the market actually advanced, 
showing a marked disposition to break 
away from the influences of copper. 

Yet in conservative quarters it is de- 
clared that yesterday’s improved market 
tone does not signify that forthwith 
there is to be a broad speculation on the 
advancing side. Rather it is declared 
that the present is a time for caution 
and that—in view of the money market 
conditions—it will be well to make haste 
slowly for the next few weeks, at the ex- 
piration of which all the indications 
point to decided market betterment. 

The bank statement to-day promises to 
be unfavorable in view of the loss of 
over $6,000,000 by the banks. 

London was again a buyer of stocks in 
this market, taking in all about 25,000 
shares. 


SOME GENERAL STOCKS. 


Further selling of St. Paul by Standard 
Oil interests was in evidence yesterday, 
and the rumor was general that an en- 
deavor will be made to force the price of 
the issue much lower in 
the general market. 

General Electric’s 7-point advance was 
due to inside buying and the removal of 
the pressure of liquidation in evidence on 
the day previous.

TRADE DEVELOPMENTS. 


Trade reports to the several commercial 
agencies continue altogther favorable. Brad- 
street's sums up the situation as follows: 

The reactionary tone of speculation in securi- 
ties, cereals, and provisions this week only serves 
to bring into sharper contrast the reports of ac- 
tive retail and holiday trade, of unparalleled 
movement in leading industries and of the enor- 
mous business going forward indicated by Brad- 
street’s reports of heavy bank clearings and un- 
precedented railroad earnings. The tightness of 
money is, on the one hand, a discouragement to 
speculation, but is, nevertheless, a reflection of 
the increased demands of legitimate trade, which 
also find reflection in calls on the Treasury De- 
partment for small bills and change to an ex- 
tent uncomtnon even at this period of the year. | 
Another reflection of the excessive prosperity, if i 
ft may be so styled, is the continued complaint 
of insufficient car room and lack of motive power 
which comes from many cities. 

Holiday trade is in full swing at all markets, 
while jobbing distribution naturally shows a 
quieting down preparatory to stock-taking. Nearly 
all advices touching these latter branches of busi- 
ness are encouraging, and the year’s results, so 
far as ascertained, are on the whole very favor- 
able. Among the industries iron and steel are 
easily first In strength of demand and prices, and 
the word buoyant about accurately deseribes the 
situation as regards the feeling in the trade gen- 


’ 


erally. Though strong, however, this trade is 
still conservative as a whole, as evidenced by the 
pegging of iron ore (old range) quotations for 
the coming year at old prices in the face of a 
temptation to advance that and finished products. 
Probably never before was so much business 
booked in advance as there is at present in pig 
iron, rails, and finished products. The former 
is in better demand, and $16 can pe had at val- 
ley furnaces, though $15.25 is thef nominal rate. 
Production is at an unheard-of rate despite car 
shortage stopping coke deliveries, and stocks of 
pig are still decreasing. Southern iron deliveries 
in November were the heaviest on record, and 
higher prices for this and for bituminous coal 
are predicted. Hardware (heavy) is active the 
country over.

Along the same lines Dun's says: 

It is most fortunate that the vagaries of specu- 
lation are not always deleterious to legitimate 
business. Railway stocks fell sharply, yet full 
returns for November show that earnings 
11.5 per cent. greater than in the same month 
last year, and 18.1 per cent. over thos of 1899. 
Industrial and traction shares were even more 
violently disturbed, yet the manufacturing plants 
of the Nation were never more fully occupied. 
Numerous labor controversies have been settled, 
and the rate of wages is at the highest point 
ever attained. Retail distribution is of massive 
proportions, with dealings in holiday goods the 
conspicuous feature. This class of business so 
far surpasses all previous records that it alone 
gives an unmistakable indication of the Nation's 
prosperity, ev2n if other more definite measures 
were not available. Records of clearings, how- 
ever, express the situation with exactness. The 
volume of trading in securities is practically the 
same as a year ago, but exchanges through the 
banks at this city for the week were 20.3 per 
cent. larger than a year ago and 28.5 per cent. 
greater than in 1899, while at other leading cit- 
ies the increases were 17.3 per cent. over 1900 
and 18.8 per cent. over 1899. ‘ 

Conditions fn the leading industry are still 
most strikingly promising. Despite the full en- 
gagement of most steel mills well into next year, 
the week has brought a large amount of new 
business, particularly in railway equipment. Sta- 
bility of prices continues the best feature, in- 
flation being wisely prevented by controlling in- 
terests. Ore quotations have been fixed for the 
new year on the old basis of $4.25 at lower lake 
ports, while beam and plate associations renewed 
the expiring arrangement. Reports from the 
great fron centres during the closing week of No- 
vember dwelt on the scarcity of cars and motive 
power, implying that furnaces could not secure 
cok? and were going out of blast, while pig iron 
could not be moved from the yards to the mills. 
Hence, it was generally expecte that the out- 
put would show a material decrease, while fur- 
nace stocks of fron were thought to be som:- 
what augmented. Instead, The Iron Age has is- 
sued a most encouraging report of 266 furnaces 
in blast on December 1, with a capacity of 324,- 
761 tons weekly.

The war 
revenue law, as amended, provides that a 25- 
cent stamp shall be placed on all conveyances 
where the consideration or value exceeds $2,500 
and is under $5,000. Twenty-five cents addi- 
tional is required for each $500 of consideration 
over 83,000. This ‘‘ consideration’’ has been 
held to mean only the equity above the mort- 
gage, except in rare cases where the purchaser 
assumes payment of the mortgage. The amount 
of the mortgage plus $2,500 plus 2,000 times the 
value of the revenue stamps on the conveyance 
should therefore show the true consideration for 
all properties over $2,500 in value.

PLANS NOW UNFOLDING 


A Connecting Railroad at the New 
Jersey Opening. 


GREAT REDUCTION IN TIME 


Orleans Railway Station in Paris the 
Model for the New York Structure— 
The Company’s Great Scheme 
Surprises Other Roads. 


While no positive statement was given 
out yesterday by officials of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad regarding the exact loca- 
tion of the New Jersey end of the proposed 
Hudson River tunnel, Samuel Rea, Fourth 
Vice President of the road, declared that 
the connection between the tunnel and the 
main tracks of the Pennsylvania would be 
made by means of a. railroad which would 
be built across the meadows and which 
would meet the tracks of the so-called 
Newark cut-off at a point on the meadows 
east of Newark. In this manner the stop- 
page of through trains at Jersey City will 
be avoided and a saving in time will be ef- 
fected, amounting to at least half an hour 
between Newark and the Manhattan ter- 
minal. 


There will also be a saving of nearly 


twenty minutes between Long Island City 
and the Thirty-second Street station of the 
East River tunnel, at least this is the esti- 
mate made yesterday by President Will- 
iam H. Baldwin, Jr., of the Long Island 
Railroad. 


The land which is to be used by the 


Pennsylvania Railroad in New Jersey for 
its new line belongs at present to the Hack- 
ensack Meadow Company, and it is under- 
stood that the Pennsylvania Company is 
now negotiating for part of the property. 
rhe contract, however, has not yet been 
signed. 

The reductions in time indicated repre- 
sent, however, only part of the benefits 
which will accrue to the travelers over the 
two sylstems, for in the arrangement of 
the new station every effort will be made 
to embody all the latest devices for the 
comfort of passengers and the speedy han- 
dling of trains and baggage. 

Probably the most modern passenger sta- 
tion in these re spects is that of the Quai 
d'Orsay, in Paris. This has only recently 
been opened by the Orleans Railway, in 
connection with its tunnel under Paris and 
the Seine, and its model, at least so far as 
methods are concerned, will be closely fol- 
lowed in the construction of the Pennsyl- 
vania station. 

Perhaps the principal difference between 
the Paris station and the one which the 
Pennsylvania will build will be in their re- 
spective sizes, for the Pennsylvania's ter- 
minal will be nearly twice as large as the 
one at the Quai d’Orsay. The architects 
have not yet been selected, but Mr. Bald- 
win said yesterday that men would be se- 
lected whose ability would insure the erec- 
tion of a building which In beauty and in 
every other respect would become a show 
place of the city. 

The building may have to be divided to 
permit of an opening for Thirty-second 
Street, on each side of which the Pennsyl- 
vania’s property is situated. The company, 
however, hopes to secure the privilege of 
closing this street. 

Since so many rights and privileges must 
be obtained from legislative bodies, the rail- 
road has so far refrained from going into 
all the details of the scheme, and any de- 
scription of what the station will be like 
must depend largely on guesswork and 
imagination, according to Mr. Baldwin's 
explanation, 

The transportation of passengers from 
the street level to the train platforms will 
probably be accomplished by means of 
large elevators. These will be of a size not 
heretofore attempted, and will really re- 
semble huge platforms in appearance. There 
will be moving platforms for the handling 
of baggage something on the style of the 
moving stairways in use on some elevated 
stations. It is also intended to use part of 
the big building to be erected as a modern 
hotel, furnished with every improvement. 

The report that the general offices of the 
Pennsylvania are to be moved to New York 
is not correct, as such action would be 
against the law of Pennsylvania. It is also 
untrue that the tunnel will be used by any 
of the New Jersey street railway systems, 
as was reported yesterday. The tunnel will 
be for the exclusive use of the Pennsyl- 
vania and the Long Island Railroads. 

Steps to secure the permission to begin 
the work from the various commissions 
will be taken at once, and the Pennsy!- 
vania hopes to be able to secure hearings 
during the early part of January. As soon 
as these preliminary stages are disposed 
of the detailed plans will be drawn and 
work will be started. 

Railroad men in general, and especially 
those connected with the other trunk lines 
which have terminals in Jersey City or Ho- 
boken were taken entirely by surprise by 
the announcement of the Pennsylvania's 
proposed scheme. Asked what effect the 
construction of this tunnel would have on 
the other lines, the President of one of these 
roads declared yesterday that it was very 
hard to say exactly what influence it would 
have. He said that there was a decided dif- 
ference between the passenger traffic of the 
Pennsylvania and that of the other lines, 
the former having comparatively little sub- 
urban traffic, while the other lines had less 
through traffic. While he, therefore, did 
not expect that it would greatly decrease 
the local or suburban traffic of the various 
lines, it would certainly eat into their 
through traffic. 

At all events, it was said, the immediate 
result of the Pennsylvania's plan would be 
great improvements in the ferry service be- 
tweén New Jersey and New York. None 
of the other roads is wealthy enough to un- 
dertake the project of constructing an inde- 
pendent tunnel, and the interests of the 
various roads are hardly close enough to 
make the construction of a tunnel or bridge 
for joint use possible. The ferry service 
could be made much more efficient by the 
introduction of more modern boats. The 
suggestion was made by one railroad offit- 
cial that the traffic on the river be regu- 
lated so as to allow the ferryboats to have 
the river practically to themselves during 
the morning and evening rush _ hours, 
whereby they would be enabled to make 
much faster time. 


OLD NORTH RIVER TUNNEL 
WILL BE COMPLETED. 


Trolley Cars to be Run Through It, Ac- 
cording to the President of the 


North Jersey Company. 

Owing to the ‘nany freports circulated in 
Jersey City in relation to the completion 
and use of the North River tunnel by the 
North Jersey Street Railway Company, E. 
F. C. Young, President of the North Jersey 
yesterday guve out a statement in relation 
to the mater. 

“The North Jersey,” 
nothing to do with the completion of the 
old tunnel, nor will it have anything to 
do with operating the tunnel. It is under- 
stccd, hewever, that the tunnel Its to be 
completed within a year, and negotiations 
are urder way and a satisfactory dgree- 
ment has practica’ ly been reached. by 
which trolley cars iney_ be run through the 
tunnel to New York. Work is to be pushed 
upon the tunnel as rapidly as possible. re 

Should the project be perfected it is prob- 

eble that urrangements will be made by 
Ww hich the North Hudson Biectric Railway 
and the Jersey City. Hoboken, and Pater- 
son Street Railway will also use the tun- 
nel, they being practically controlled by 
the same persons. A. J. Cassatt. President 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, is 
a Director in the North Jersey. So is Peter 
A. B. Widener of Philadelphia and John 
D. Crimmins of Manhattan.

Man Who Came from Germany in a Box 
Takes Steps to be Naturalized— 
Steamship Company’s Bill. 


Johann Beck, who crossed the ocean con- 
cealed in a box, which was stored in the 
hold of the Hamburg-American liner Pala-- 
tia, and who nearly lost his reason through 
the privation and horror of his confine- 
ment, appeared before United States Com- 
missioner Shields yesterday morning and 
took out his first papers for American citi- 
zenship. Beck had entirely recovered from 
his prostration. He seemed in excellent 
physical and mental condition, and evinced 
marked pride in the preliminary formalities 
necessary for him to become a citizen. 

He has obtained employment as a painter 
with Mr. Schaefer, proprietor of the Union 
Square Hotel. He begins life in his adopt- 
ed country with a debt of $70, the amount 
of the bill charged against him by the 
Hamburg-American Line, Of this $50 has 
been paid in advance by his employer, the 
amount to be repaid out of Beck's wages. 
The bill presented by the steamship com- 
pany is itemized. There is $29.50 for a 
third-class passage, no reduction 
made for meals not eaten. Expressage on 
the box in which he came is placed at $15.
